Fall of 1,000ft 
Niew Yors July 2. 

As telegraphed ly Reuter at the time of 
the fatality, Miss Harriet Quimby, the first 
Americvn woman to win, an avintor's 
Veonse, and the fist woman to fly-in « 
heavier than-air machine — acrots the 
English Channel, and Mr William Willard, 
manager of the aviation meet, who was 
Misa Quimby's passenger, were killed at 
six o'clock Inst night hy being thrown out 
of their Bleriot machine 1,000ft in the air 
and Innding in the tidal dats of Dorchester 
Bay, sear Boston, Massachusetts, 

Miss Quimby wis returning froma flight | | 
to the Boston Lightship, twenty. miles from. 
the Harvard ‘Aviation Hieid. She bad 
carried her ‘pasengar {here and back safely 
in less than twenty” minutes, running 
Against a thirty.mile wind, and amid the | 
the cheers of a trowd of 5,000 spectators . 
she prepared for a colplune, i i.e., to shut off” 
‘the motor power and come to encth at's 
Sharp angle, relying on the upward pressure 
of the wind to preserve the balance, 

At this point, aceurding. to witnesses, 4 
vharp yust of wind seemed to brénk’ the 
tail control and the machine tilted 
almoxt perpendicularly towards exrth., 
Both Misa Quimby and Mr Willard
